Washington, D. C., March 4.—To 


day, for the fourth time in the history 
of this republic, a native-born citizen 
of Ohio took the oath of office as Presi- 
dent. 
Wm. MoKinley's induction as 


President was a beautiful, but simple 
ceremony. Less than forty words ex- 
pressed the oath he took. 
In many re- 


spects this was the most noted in- 
augural yet held. The decorations in 
the city are incomparably superior to 
any former occasion. Troops are more 
numerous than on any occasion since 
Grant's great display at the close of 
the war. 
Seventeen states had citizens 


in the line of parade, aud over sixty 
'civil organizations swelled the number 
in line. Even the grand-stands for 
spectators were made beantiful. 
The 


line of march, fully four miles in 
length, was a mighty gathering of 
American people to witness all this, 
and up to noon today the railroads 
were pouring visitors into the city. 
Most grateful of all was the sunshine 
and clear, bracing atmosphere, making 
the day in that respect everything that 
could be desired. Two miles of double- 
line wire cable was stretched on either 
side of the avenue to keep the spec- 
tators from crowding on the line of 
parade. Seats in the stands were all 
taken early in the day, while fabulous 
prioes were paid for windows. 
Calvin 


Brice paid 11,000 for a room at Wil- 
lard's, with luncheon with a party of 
friends. 
At 10 a. ra., President-elect 


McKinley left with the senate com- 
mittee for the White House. 


Mrs. McKinley awoke refreshed from 


a sound night's sleep and was greeted 
with the announcement that this was 
the first day of her accession to the 
title of first lady of the land. 


The President-elect ate a bountiful 


breakfast, served in his rooms. Mrs. 
MoKinley, by advice of her husband, 
took her breakfast in bed to save ' her 
strength for the duties of the day. Dr. 
Phillips was pleased at the condition 
of the President-elect. Many callers 
came, but few were 
admitted. A 


beautiful bunch of American beauty 
rosea came for Mrs. MoKinley. At five 
minutes to ten Senators Sherman and 
Mitchell, 
of the senate 
committee, 


came to conduct the President-elect to 
the senate, and as before stated, he 
soon afterward left with the commit- 
tee.In five minutes after leaving the Eb- 
bitt House, the carriage reached the 
White House. 
The party were shown 


into the blue room, where they were 
joined by President Cleveland and 
cabinet, except Oiney. 
The military 


escort formed, and the. Presidential 
carriage, drawn by four bays, was en- 
tered by the President and President- 
elect and senate committee, and started 
toward the Capitol. 
Other carriages 


containing members of the cabinet, 
followed. 
All along the line crowds 


cheered McKinley. 
He lifted his hat 


at intervals. They reached the Capitol 
at twenty-five minutes after eleven. 


On reaching the Capitol, President- 


elect McKinley went to the Vice- 
President's room, and Cleveland to the 
President's room. 


McKinley took the oath at 1:18 


p. m., which was administered by 
Chief Justice Fuller. The scene in the 
senate was impressive. 
The mother of 


President McKinley and his wife took 
seats in the east reserved gallery. 
The 


wife of the Chinese minister and ex- 
queen of Hawaii attracted much atten- 
tion in the diplomatic gallery.

The center of interest in the decora- 


tions of the city is the avenue, Penn- 
sylvania avenue, stretching for an un- 
broken sheet of asphalt, 150 feet broad 
and a mile long, from the foot of the 
Capitol to the foot of the treasury, and 
thence, after the short break at Fif- 
teenth street for another mile and a 
half past the north front of the treas- 
ury, past the White House and the 
state, war and navy departments to 
Washington circle. 
There the inau- 


gural procession tukns on its backward 
march past the reviewing stand of the 
grand marshal on K street. 
It is one 


of the most remarkable thoroughfares 
along the Capitals of the nations, and 
ts decoration for the American Olym- 
piad is a matter of long thought and a 
;reat expenditure of money. 


The great trough of buildings from 


thf Capitol to the treasury, one of the 
most magnificent vistas in the world of 
cities, cannot brook any cheap adorn- 
ment, and this year the decorations are 
abundant. 
The avenue is a wealth of 


bunting. There are flags of all nations 
waving from the windows, or floating 
from every available flag-pole. Prob- 
ably every flag in the international 
code is represented, from the stars and 
stripes and the blue cross of St. George 
to the white elephant of Siam and the 
black and yellow dragon flag of China. 


The presence of the orowd on the 


streets lends a good deal of brilliancy 
and movement to the scene, and de- 
tracts from the need of excessive decor- 
ation. From 
house front to house 


front, except in the center where the 
police have cleared a way, there is a 
solid mass of humanity, many colored 
and constantly shifting—a veritable 
human carpet for the great avenue 
through which the flood of tho in- 
augural procession is to roll. 


Above the heads of the crowd on 


either side rise the walls of the houses, 
enriched with every variety of flag and 
streamer that the mind of the resident 
property-holder can devise. 
There are 


sunbursts of red, white and blue under 
almost every window-sill, and where 
the national colors are wanting, there 
are the yellow and black of Russia, the 
doable-headed eagle of Austria, the 
red, white and green of the Barbary 
states, and every other national combi- 
nation that would naturally suggest 
itself to the naturalized population of a 
most cosmopolitan capital.

The decorations of the avenue, in 


fact, may be divided into sections from 
the Capitol to the Washington Circle.

WILD SCENES. 


George Lowerv Tells or a Wild 


Raid on me U.'JS. Marshals 


Made by a Crowd of Weat Virginians 


We«k - He Wa« an Eye Witness, Being 


at Devon Station In tlin Employ of 


W. A. Connolley— Built a Big 


Store for the Latter. 


George Lowery has just returned 


from Devon Station, W. Va., where he 
bus been for several months past, 
working for W. A. Connolley. 
Mr. 


Lowery put up a large two-story build- 
ing for Mr. Connolley on his land, to 
be used as a store room. The bnilding 
was completed a few days ago and 
stocked with goods aud groceries of all 
kinds and descriptions. 
Mr. Oonaol- 


ley owns considerable land and quanti- 
ties of timber in this section. Lowery 
says there wag a wild time in that sec- 
tion jnst before ha left. It appears that 
there is a dispute as to the titles of the 
land. 
An Eastern millionaire named 


Wilder claims to hold the title to all 
the land in that neighborhood, and 
consequently .the timber. 
Among the 


land he claims is some owned by Mr. 
Connolley and soino on which Peter 
Brushart has purchased the lumber. 


Recently Wilder has tauen atops to 


assert his rights. 
He secured a writ 


from a United States court and sent a 
force of men under the escort of deputy 
Unit d States marshals to seize the 
timber. This orowd went -to Knox 
Greek, in Old Virginia, and began 
branding timber right and left, taking 
hundreds of logs belonging to Mr. Con- 
nolley and Mr. Brnshart.

Comment ID Diplomatic Circles Over the 


Cretan Situation. 


London, March 4.—While the latest 


news from Athens indicates grave 
fears that Greece will refuse to comply 
with the demands of the powers to 
withdraw her trops and fleet from the 
island of Crete within six days, dating 
from noon Tuesday, it is generally 
recognized that the measures pro- 
posed by the 
powers 
including the 


granting of autonomy to Crete under 
the suzerainty of the sultan, are the 
best that Europe could have adopted, 
in view of the present complicated cir- 
cumstances, when, the whole Balkan 
peninsula is ready to ask a quid pro 
quo for anything obtained by Greece. 


There IB some comment in • diplo- 


matic circles over the fact- that the 
powers decided to present 
identical 


notes to Greece instead of a collective 
note, the latter being of .much stronger 
character, this change leading to the 
impression that the unanimity of the 
powers is riot so conclusive as the min- 
ister's utterances seek to convey. 


The situation creates fears that 


while Greece may be bent to the will 
of the powers without 
further coer- 


cion, fresh jealousies will arise so soon, 
as the Greeks are ousted and the new 
regime iri Crete is inaugurated. It is 
suggested in some quarters that events 
may force Lord Salisbury to desert the 
concert of the powers and declare that 
Great Britain wil} not authorize the 
coercion of Greece. But it is realized 
that, this involves an instant, violent 
diplomatic quarrel with Russia and 
Germany and possibly war with one or 
both.

Books have a right to he, first of all, 


books, not; purveyors of whimsies in 
solor and design. As matters are at this 
moment 
threo-quurrers of 
the 
new 


books look more like some strange en- 
tree at a feast than like everyday edi- 
bles. Yon take up one, and it has the 
air of a curious ragout; there are un- 
known fragments of design floating in 
R sauce of queer elemental color. 
The 


next one ban an air as honest as apple 
rauce at first glance; 'tis a pale greenish 
thing, .but presently you see that the 
trail of a serpent is over all its border. 
And who can hope for content from a 
dish thus garnished? 


Again a book, and this one burns 


bright red and yellow, like a pudding 
on firo with cognac, which is all very 
well for a pudding. Another has a cover 
which looks like a resistiug beefsteak 
pounded by the stern hand of fate in a 
boarding house; another reminds you 
irresistibly of coffee wherein chickory 
has too much inserted its diluting aid 
aud cream is missing. Bat, first and 
last, the new books are ever more prone 
to resemble small plots of deceptive 
stage verdure than honest, simple souled 
books. It is impossible to help doubt- 
ing the value of the literary pasturago 
to bo formd in snch inclosures. Fortu- 
nately ono is sometimes most joyously 
deceived. Authors have little 
"say" 


concerning the garb of their volumes, 
and often—good lack to them—they 
rise superior to the mechanical makers 
of books and rejoice the souls of their 
readers in spite of the bindings. 


Arid it must be repeated that in the 


preseut bizarre and excessive fancies in 
binding thero is seed of abounding hope 
for the future. 
Publishers are groping 


for something; few of them know what. 
But they will leara, aad t.'ie world will 
be made glad by a genuine revival in 
the lovely old half forgotten craft of 
bookbinding. In that happy coming day 
there will be great honor for the men 
who lead the taste of this country to- 
ward better things in bookbinding, sim- 
pler aud saner and more sincere.—Bos 
ton Transcript.

"Washington, March 4.—Shortly be- 


fore noon President-elect 
McKialey 


drove from _ the Ebbitt House up 
Pennsylvania" avenue to the capltoT. 
He rode in an open carriage, drawn by 
four horses and preceded by his mili- 
tary escort, composed of a brigade of 
United States forces and the brigade of 
the 
District oE Columbia National 


Guard, among them being the Seven- 
teenth United States infantry of Co- 
lumbus barracks, Troop A of Cleve- 
land, the personal escort of the Presi- 
dent-elect, and a detachment of veter- 
ans of the Twenty-third Ohio Volun- 
teers. 


After the inauguration proper at the. 


capitol began the inaugural parade. A 
feature which was very unique was 150 
Indians from the western reserve. They 
were in native costume, mounted, and 
were followed in the parade by 200 In- 
dians from the Carlisle school of Penn- 
sylvania, carrying implements of in- 
dustry for the purpose of contrast.

Interesting Facts About This Feature of 


tlie Inauguration. 


Washington, March 4.—The Bible on 


which Mr. McKinley £ook the oath of 
office as president of the United States 
is an unusually handsome and costly 
copy of the Testimeut, made especially 
for the occasion, in Ohio and presented 
to the new president by Bishop Arnett 
of Wilberforce college, a colored insti- 
tution in the Buckeye stats, on behalf 
of the African Methodist Episcopal 
church. Its covers are of blue moroc- 
co with satin linings, white satin pan- 
els and gilt edges. A gold plate in tho 
center wilL be engraved wit/a the fol- 
lowing inscription: 


"William McKinley, president of the 


United States of America, inaugurated 
March 4, 1897." 


The book on which he was sworn 


into the highest office within the gift 
of the people was a matter of quite de- 
cided sentiment with President Cleve- 
land. Mr. Cleveland asked the privi- 
lege of being sworn on a little red 
Bible which had been given to him by 
his mother in his boyhood days when 
| he first left tihe family rooftree, and he 
took the oath ait the beginning of both 
of his presidential terms on this book 
which he treasures fondly. 


The custom, however, has been for 


the United States supreme court to 
furnish tihe Bible on which the presi- 
dent takes his official oath and this 
tradition had been carried out by the 
clerk of the court ever since that tri- 
bunal' was established except on the 
two occasions ivhen President Cleve- 
land was installed in office. 


Mr. McKenney, oierk of the supreme? 


court, who has held the Bible on which 
Garfield was sworn and every presi- 
dent after him, has always marked the 
verse which the 
president touched 


with his lips and after the inaugural 
has presented the book, made historic 
by this event, to the president or to 
'his wife. 
When Mr. McKenney presented to 


Mrs. Hayes the volume on which her 
husband had been sworn she inquired 
What -passage he had kissed. The 
verse recited, in substance, that his 
enemies encompassed him like bees, 
but he would destroy them. Mrs. Hayes 
remarked that President Hayes would 
destroy no one. 
At the second, inauguration of Pres- 


ident Grant the clerk opened the Bible 
and handed it to Chief Justice Chase, 


of the Twenty- who held it to the lips of the president. 


They rested upon these verses from 


its own in Iront ot the rotunda.and be 
side the main platform with a seating 
capacity of 500.

In further pursuit of equal rights a 


resolution was introduced by Repre- 
sentative Dockery inquiring by what 
authority the senate appropriated to its 
own eontr^ the stand on which the 
president is to take the oath of office, 
but this resolution sleeps with the 
committee on rules.

Chief of the Stamp Division Suspended 


From Office.

Thomas Q. Munce, chief of the stamp 
division of the postofflce department, 
and one of the best known officials in 
Washington, was suspended from of- 
fice indefinitely by Postmaster General 
Wilson on the charge of taking stamps 
from the department without authori- 
ty, and other 'employes are under sus- 
picion. 


The action is the outgrowth of the 


investigation into the Colman stamp 
case, which recently figured conspicu- 
ously in New York city, and the order 
promulgated by Mr. Wilson is the first 
intimation 
Tof formal charges against 


Captain Munce., 


The charges aver that Munce, with- 


out authority, took from the office in 
which they were deposited certain sets 
of United States postage 
stamps, 


gummed and ungummed, and that sub- 
sequently 30 or more sets of 
them 


paymaster for two years. He is 42 
years old, married, and in Newport 
had access to the best society and bore 
the reputation of being sober and at- 
tentive to his duties.

He gave her 
$2,000 of the amount he had secured, 
so he claims, and then bade her good 
by, saying that he was going to make 
a long trip. From Brooklyn Corwine 
went to New York city, where he 
boarded a train for Chicago via the 
New York Central. 
• 


Soon as Corwine's flight became 


known Secretary of the Navy Herbert 
telegraphed 
instructions to the sub- 


treasury at Boston to stop payment on 
checks signed by the defaulting pay- 
master. In a grip that Corwine car- 
ried the police found nearly $3,000 in 
money.^. In 
his confession Corwine 


said his fiiat defalcation was commit- 
ted several years ago, and said he was 
not to blame for it. He said a clerk 
had confldenced him out of the money. 
Corwine said he was almost inclined 
to have the clerk arrested, but the 
clerk broke down and announced that 
during the time he had been employed 
in the paymaster's office he had made 
away with $25,000. 
Corwine says he 


set about trying to make good the $25,- 
000, and in doing this embezzled $5,- 
000. 
His next defalcation was several
